MOSLEMS MASSACRE 


The Entire Bulgarian Population 


•the Town of Mehomfa. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Oct. 3-r^At the Mace- 


donia revolutionary headquarters it is. 
asserted that the whole Christian pop- 
ulation of the town of Mehomia (Raza- 
log), Province ot Seres, was massacred 
September 28, with the exception of 10 
men, 
who escaped with the news. 


Mehomia is an important town and 


the seat of the local government. The 
population was about equally divided 
between Turks and Bulgarians. 
The 


latter numbered 3.200 persons. 


According tb the fugitives, when the 


general rising was declared in the Raz- 
alog district, the Turkish troops in the 
Pirin mountains hurried to Mehomia 
and surrounded the town, rendering the 
escape of the Christians impossible. 
The-Bulgarian population were prepar- 
ed to join in the rising, several insur- 
gent agents being in the Bulgarian 
Guarter of the town at the time. Des- 
perate fighting occurred in the streets, 
iximbs and dynamite being freely used. 
After fighting for five or six hours die 
Turks gained the upper hand and pro- 
ceeded to massacre the Bulgarians. 


Five engagements are reported to 


have taken place in the vicinity of 
Kenalovo, where 5/W» Turks were at- 
tacked by revolutionary hands, and. 
though many Turks -were killed, the in- 
surgents were routed. One of the lead- 
ers of the latter. I>eiitenanl Tontcheff. 
committed suicide in order to 
avoid

New York, Oct. 3.—Word comes from 


Denver that F. H. Crosby, alias A. E. 
Bell, alias Hammond, alias Crawford, 
liad been arrested in Denver, accused of 
stealing a mail pouch containing $500,-, 
000 worth.of negotiable bank paper at 
Philadelphia on the night of September 
S. He is charged with several 
other 


crimes, including swindling and for- 
gery. It is alleged that Crosby return- 
ed to this country from Crowe, Bng- 
iand, last summer, ana went to Asbury 
Park, where he represented himself to 
je a fruit speculator. His wil'e mingled 
in good society and introduced her hus- 
jaud to prominent business men and at 


e banks there, where he made depos- 


its, declaring to the officials that he in- 
;ended to continue his accounts for the 
summer months. 


On September 10, it is said, he depos- 


ited a number of checks payable to his 
order, drawn on different Philadelphia 
firms. Two days later he closed the ac- 
counts, withdrawing the amounts due 
Him. He and-Ms-TrifetHen-1ert-&stmry 
Park. • 


About this time, it is said, W. W. 


Oickson. chief postoffice 
inspector of I 


Philadelphia, discovered the theft of a 
small pouch containing bank remit- 
:ances from Philadelphia to Pittsburg, 
he entire amounts being estimated at 
?GOO,000. 


It is alleged that during the last ten. 


flays complaints were received at As- 
bury Park banks that checks accepted 
by them had been tampered with; that 
the names of the payees had been eras- 
ed and Crosby's name inserted, and that 
-small amounts had been raised to larg- 
er ones. 


It was recalled that a mail pouch had 


been stolen at Springfield Junction, III'., 
last April, and that an A. E. Hammond 
had opened a cash account at the Lin- 
coln Trust company, St. Louis, deposit- 
ing a number of altered checks from 
the stolen mail pouch. It was suspect- 
ed that the mail pouch robbery was 
committed by A .E. Bell, alias Craw- 
ford, whose photograph was identified 
by the officials of the St. Louis bank. 


Investigation at Asbury Park devel- 


oped that Crosby was none other than 
A. E. Hammond, alias Bell, alias Craw- 
ford. Postoffice Inspector Jacobs traced 
1'im to Denver, -where he was arrested 
last night. 


Crosby is suspected of committing 


numerous postoffice robberies in New- 
York, Iluffalo and other cities. He is 
.said to have made a big haul in Buffalo 
some time ago when he disguised him- 
self as a railway porter. ' 


In 1S!)4 Crosby is said to have been 


arrested in Xcw York while trying to 
cash a 51.200 check with a Maiden Lane 
j«;w«-k-r, and to have been sent to EI- 
mira Reformatory, from which he was 
ielf>asc<l in 1W.

Eagle is a curious little 
frontie^ 


town, a tjpieal Alaskan village. 
H 


spreads cnt along the river front and 
nestles at the foot of a great rock 
which rises almost perpendicularly 
from the swirling Yukon. 
Its mam 


street is straggling and is principally 
taken up by the big ii on-covered stores 
and warehouses of the tn o bis trading 
ci iii/anies 
Back of tins street are a 


\-iili hundred straggling lob cabins, 
only one of them, the village hot?', 


in Eagle is the custom house, the most 
northerly United States custom house 
in the \vorld. This is the first port of 
entry in American territory on the Yu- 
Lon river. The large number of small 
boats and scows floating down the riv<n- 
gives splendid opportunities for smug- 
aimg, and armed guards are kept on 
watch Right and day, and all boats are 
forced to laud. 
Another duty oi the 


customs officials is the enforcement of 
the immigration laws. A recent spasm 
of moral reform in Dawson has resulted 
in the exodus from that town of scores 
oi undesirable people, both men and 
women. Dozens of them floated into 
Eagle on their way down the Yukon, 
only to be stopped and toreed to return 
to Canadian territory. 


The customs in Alaska are under the 


charge of Ilieutenant D. H. Jarvis, of 
the revenue cutter service, the man 
who made such a wonderful record five 
>ears ago, when he went to Point Bar- 
row with dog trains and relieved and 


of which the signal corps may well be] 
proud. The telegraph line begins at 
llic boundary line near Eagle and runs 
thence across the Forty Mile and Tan- 
ana 
valleys (o the Copper river. 


Thence it runs to Valdez. 
Another 


branch runs from Eagle to the junc- 
tion of the Tanana and Good Pasture 
rivers and thence to Fort Gibbon at the 
junction of the Yukon and Tanana riv- 
ers. From this point one branch runs 
to Rampart and another to Kaltag, 248 
miles down the river, thence to St 
Michael overland. There is also a cable 
from St. Michael to Nome which is be- 
ing replaced by a -wir:les*> system, while 
another wireless system is being put in 
between Fort Gibbon and the Tanana 
river country. 
This latter line—if a 


wireless system can be called a line— 
will run to Tulavana, where the first 
station will be located. 135 miles, and 
thence to Chenoa, 220 miles further.

Eagle is located in a little strip of 


land released for the village from a 
ten-mile square military reservation. 
Its population is something like 250, 
but everyone in the town will tell you 
that in a few years it will be the me- 
tropolis of Alaska. All it needs now is 
population, they say, to make it of so 
much importance that the rest of the 
countrv will be as nothing 


Eagle is the natural supply point for 


the rich Forty Mile river mining dis- 
trict, but the lack of roads and the al- 
most impassable trails over tbe mouh- 


ers. The annals of the revenue cutter 
service do not record a braver or more 
hazardous deed, and "Lieutenant Jarvis 
is administering his present office with 
the same zeal 'and earnestness tfiat 
made that wonderful trip possible. 


Eagle prides itself on having one of 


the best and most interesting frontier 
army posts in the United States. This 
is Fort Egbert, named for the gallant 
Colonel Egbert, of the Twenty-second 
infantry, who died at the head of his 
regiment in the Philippines. 


Fort Egbert stands just above the 


town of Eagle, at the foot of Eagle 
bluff, a great rock which rises difectly 
in the path of the Yukon and compels 
that river to turn sharply to the north 
just below the town. 


Nearly every building in the post is 


built of logs, from the commanding of- 
ficer's residence to the dog stables. The 
buildings are not only comfortable but 
artistic and characteristic of the coun- 
iry. At present there is one company 
oi the Eighth infantry and a detach- 
ment of the signal corps stationed at 
L'gbert. The post is under the coni- 
r.innd of Captain Frederick Perkins. 


The^c is a military reservation ai 


this point composed of 10 square miles. 
Little of it is at present in use. but Ihe 


Build'ing telegiaph lines in this coun- 


try is a hazardous business. 
Most of 


the construction work must be done in 
the winter. The line is first surveved 
by signal corps officers and then a force 
of men are put at work erecting the 
line. So far the first lines have simply 
been laid on the ground and then later 
put up on convenient trees. Later poles 
are erected and the wires strung in the 
usual way. This does not seem like 
particularly difficult work, but remem- 
ber that it must all be done in the win- 
ter time, as it is impossible to travel" 
over the country in the summer. Re- 
member also that much-of the time the 
thermometer ranges from 50 to 74 de- 
grees below zero, and then perhaps you 
can get some idea of the 
difficulties 


that must be overcome. 
When, poles 


are put in the'ground must be thawed 
by fires "before the post holes can be 
dug. 


When the line has been completed, 


the troubles of the signal corps officers 
and men have no tap roots because of 
the frozen ground, and when the spring 
thaws come many of them fall down, 
and when they fall they take the tele- 
grapn lines with them. 
The heavy 


snow and the strong winds also dis- 
lodge the wires and forest fires take 
out miles of the line at a time. 
All 


these breaks must be repaired and re- 
paired at'once, no matter what the 
weather may be. If they happen in the 
winter there is little trouble, for trails 
are kept broken along the lines all 
winter, but if they happen in the sum- 
mer then there is much more trouble. 


And it is hazardous work, too. Three 


men have lost their lives in the work 
within the past few months. 
Only a 


few weeks ago a soldier started out to 
repair a small break in the line. 
He 


v.'ore heavy rubber boots and carried a 
coil of wire over his shoulder. His way 
led through a swamp and from the time 
he left the station he has not been 
seen. It is supposed that he became 
mired in the swamp and that the neavy 
wire carried him down to his death. On 
the Tanana river in the early spring a 
spldier engaged in repair 'work was 
scraped off a~raft and his body was 
never recovered. 
Late in the winter 


one of a repair gang, unable^to go on 
with a party, was left by Iris "comrades 
beside a good fire that had been built 
for him. When the party returned they 
found his charred body lying in the 
ashes. It is supposed that he fell into 
the fire and did not have strength 
enough to drag himself out 
^ 


These are onlv a few of the many 


difficulties that the army has had to 
contend with in building 
telegrapn 


lines in Alaska. The soldiers have done 
a work that civilians would have been 
loth to undertake, and they have done 
it cheerfully and well. Their work is 
only another bit of duty which they 
have uncomplainingly done, knowing 
that the praise that was their due 
would never be forthcoming.
